LONDON, Jan. 19.—(BUP)— 

Premier U Saw of Burma was 
held incommunicado today by 
British authorities, apparently 
somewhere in the Middle East, on 
the charge that he had been in 
contact with the Japanese since 
Japan attacked Great Britain and 
the United states, 

Authorities refused to give de- 
tails of U Saw’s arrest or of his 
whereabouts, but said he would not 
be permitted to return to Burma.

Announcement of his detention 
came only a few hours after the 
German radio had broadcast Tokyo 
newspaper allegations that the Sul- 
tan and other dignitaries of British 
Borneo had offered “co-operation 
to the Japanese and has asked their 
people to stop resistance.”

RUSH UP NEW TROOPS 

A Red Star writer said the Ger- 
mans, in a vain effort to snap the 
Russian drive, had rushed troops 
from France to Smolensk, 170 miles 
west of Mozhaisk, and transported 
them by air to the front. 

But the Germans were compelled 
to retreat, the writer said, and suf- 
fered heavy losses. 

(The Mescow radio said the 
Russians were within 60 miles of 
Smolensk, where Hitler was seid 
in stockholm to have set up 
headquarters sfter assuming su- 
preme commend of the army.) 

In another success, the official 
Soviet communique announced the 
Russian occupation of Polotnyany- 
Zavod, on the Moscow central front. 


PICTURE OF FIGHTING 

Official Russian sources and news- 
paper dispatches gave this picture of 
the fighting on the long front: 

In Karelia, one Russian tank-led 
assault drove the Finns back two 
miles, recaptured a large settlement 
identified only as “V" and cost a 
Finnish regiment more than 500 
killed and wounded. 

Units operating on the north- 
western front, of which Leningrad 
is the centre, Mslodged the Ger- 
mans from several populated 
places. The Germans left nearly 
900 officers and men killed. 

Strong German counter-attacks 
west of Kalinin, 90 miles northwest 
of Moscow, were acknowledged bu! 
the Soviet accounts said the Red 
army advance continued. 

Germang retreating on the weat- 
ern front left quantities of war mat-| 
erial and abandoned the bodies of 
1,000 officers and men. 


WRECK NAZI TRAIN 

Guerillas along the coast of the 
Sea of Azov wrecked a German 
train loaded with trucks, tanks and 
munitions in the vicinity of Melito- 
pol, 200 miles west of Rostov on the 
main railway to the Crimea. 

On the Crimean peninsula, guer- 
illa bands have killed more than 
1800 German officers and men, 
taken 41 prisoners and captured 
seven machine guns They also 
blew up more than 100 motor ve- 
hicles carrying troops and muni- 
tions. 

The Germans were entirely clear- 
ed from the Kerch peninsula in the 
eastern Crimea.

Throne Speech 
To Reveal New 
War Proposals

OTTAWA, Jan. 19—(CP)—Gov- 
ernment plans for a new and in- 

tensified. war effort, framed to 
meet changing conditions in the 
world conflict, are expected to be 
revealed in the Throne Speech to 
be read at next Thursday's open- 
ing of parliament. 

How far these proposals will go 
remains a government secret but 
from official announcements made 
since the United States and Japan 
entered the war, it would seem cer- 
tain the government will announce 
@ great mobilization of human re- 
sources, if not the total conscription 
for which many have been clamor- 
ing. 

REFERENDUM POSSIBLE 

In some quarters there is belief 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King will 
announce a referendum on the ques- 
tion of conscription to serve outside 

of Canada. On the other hand, con- 
siderable influential argument has 
opposed a referendum because of 
the difficulties of taking a vate, the 
possible dangers to unity that might 
lie in such a course and the prob- 
lem of obtaining a complete expres- 
son of majority opinion in the bal- 
lots cast. 

Mr King has kept his own counsel 
publicly on these questions. 

When parliament was formally 
opened in January, 1940—in the 
face ef sharp criticism of the gov- 
ernment's war effort, particularly 
from the Ontario legislature—Mr. 
King dramatically obtained disso- 
lution within five hours after the 
throne speech was read and a gen- 
eral election was held. 

Nothing so sensational is expected 
in informed quarters for next Thurs- 
day but there is always a possibility 
of such action. 


BECOMES LIVE ISSUE 

Many leaders of political thought, 
ut business and’ industry, and some 
newspapers are urging abandonment 
of the statutory ban against select- 
ive compulsory service outside of 
the Dominion. 

Thus the question of manpower 
and its unlimited use at home or 
abroad has become an issue over- 
shadowing even the tremendous 
problem of financing a war which 
is expected to boost expenditures 
to $3,000,000,000 in the fiscal year 
starting next April 1. 

Other proposals which may appear 
in the throne speech, in addition to 

manpower and finance plans, are 
provision of bombardment ineurance 
for civilian property and diplomatic 
representation in Russia and China.

Meanwhile, the authorities are 
Calling upon cities and collective 
farms in the immediate rear to con- 
tribute what they can toward re- 
habilitation and this, in addition to 
their already heavy contribution to 
the Red Army and the war effort 
generally. 

The first and most urgent re- 
quest is for seeds to replace those 
confiscated. The government is 
speaking of the importance of 
sowing every possible acre if 
Russia's food problem is te be 
‘solved this year. 

Collective farmers of uninvaded 
districts in the Moscow region are 
making sacrifices toward rehabilita- 
tion of their less fortunate country- 
men. For instance, the collectives 
at Kirov, a town near Moscow, are 
giving up 12 tons of seed grain and 
500 tons of seed polatoes for sowing 
in part of the war-scourged area. 
Besides this they, are donating ag- 
ricultural machinery, clothing and 
money. They will take scores of 
homeless and orphaned children 
into their homes. They will con- 
tribute labor to help with sowing 
in collective farms, wholly or par- 
tially depopulated by war—farms 
which otherwise would luie uncul- 
tivated next summer. 

This is representative of other 
agricultural communities behind 
the Russian front. 


WORKERS’ BRIGADES 

Moscow organizations have dis- 
patched brigades of workers and 
specialists to assist in the recon- 
struction of towns and cities aban- 
doued by the Germans. ineteen 
such centres of population have 
been recaptured since the . begin: 
ning. of the Soviet counter-offen- 
sive, in, addition to hundreds of 
rural hamlets, and each presents 
its own problem of rehabilitation. 
Here is the list to date: ® 

Rostov, Kalinin, Kerch, Feodosia, 
Klin, Kaluga, Tikvin, Yelets, Stal- 


inogorsky, Belev, Borovsk, Naro 
Faminsk, Maloyaroslavets, Staritza, 
Meschovsk, Lyydinovo, Detchino, 


Volokolamsk and Ruza. 

Some of these places are battered 
almost beyond . recognition. The 
government gives what it can, but 
the main job of reorganization and 
Tehabilitation falls on Jocal Soviets 
and Communist party organizations, 

Workers of Moscow alone have 
collected more than 300,000 ar- 
ticles of clothing and household 
utensils for delivery te the hap- 
lems inhabitants of battle-scarred 
towns. Many collective farms 
have been so completely ravaged 
that thelr surviving inhabitants 
face the necessity of beginning 
anew with nothing but the land 
they jointly hold. Often whole 
villages have been dispersed to 
the four winds, 

It is impossible accurately to 
compute the civilian casualties in 
these recovered areas as they vary 
greatly from village to village

NEVER ANY LET-UP 

“The R-A-F. never gave us any 
peace,” he said. “We never saw the 
luftwaffe, It was always British 
bombers.” 

I talked with a Tommy sitting on 
a nearby cot, 

“We scrambled in’ the dirt for 
currants and rice, which the Nazis 
used for soup,” he said. “We 
searched for anything to eat. At 
the same time the thirst became 
agonizing.” 

A British medical orderly who 


attended the British wounded 
held up a pair of blackened 
hands. 


- "That's iodine and dirt ce mbin- 
ed,” he said. “We saved all our 
wounded, but I don’t know how 1! 
managed as I became too weak to 
climb the Wadi to obtain medicines 
from the Germans. They were un- 
able to come to us because of the 
intense, murderous fire. Nobody 
dared move.” 


RESTORE BELONGINGS 

Another medical officer who used 
a pen knife to amputate the arm of 
a German hit by a British bomb 
won the prisoners some cigarettes 
from the German commander as a 
reward for saving the German's 
life. 

“It was a difficult task,” he said, 
“as there were no bandages and it 
was very hard and datgerous to 
get any water with which to wash 
the wound.” 

British soldiers in another tent 
told me they knew when the Ger. 
mans were about to surrender be- 
cause they restored many belong- 
ings the Italians had stolen from 
us."

The possibilities of salvage are Sug- 
gested in some figures given out at Ot- 
tawa. An old automobile, it is stated, 
yields enough metal to make a tank 
cannon, and 25 jalopies provide enough 
to build a tank. It is estimated that 
100,000 cars are scrapped in Canada 
every year; how many more should be 
scrapped is not hinted. From the iron 
and steel in these discards, 4,000 tanks 
could be constructed. In other words, 
the present plants could build tanks in 
Canada for a whole year without using 
a ton of new iron. 

The remaining question is whether 
it is cheaper cr more convenient to 
mine ore and extract the metal than to 
gather up these old vehicles and make 
use of their iron and steel content. The 
renewed attention that is being paid to 
the matter suggests that with the 
growing hee of man - power 
Salvaging is ecoming preferable 
to mining. Owners are being asked to 
turn in cars which are no longer fit 
for safe driving, and scrap-collectors 
to speed up the stripping of the has- 
beens. 

If war’s demands are making salv- 
age so important in this particular, the

ials, can also be turned to account. 


Kharkov and Taganrog 


If it is true—as claimed—that 
Kharkov and Taganrog are under point- 
blank fire of Russian artillery, the stage 
is set for what may prove to be a more 
damaging blow than any the Nazis 
have yet sustained. 

Taganrog is on the shore of the Sea 
of Azoy, a hundred miles or so west of 
Rostov, where the so-called “orderly 
retreat” started. Kharkov is the in- 
dustrial capital of the Donets basin, 
though its factories are perhaps now in 
ruins, On this southern end of the line 
the Nazi forces stand little short of 
where they were six weeks ago. If, 
after this interval in which to dig in, 
they cannot keep the ground the 
“orderly retreat” theory will no longer 
deceive anybody. A retreat there would 
not be “according to plans,” and could 
not well be orderly. 

The next defensible line to the rear 
is said to be along the Dneiper river, 
and that river is some hundreds of miles 
away. As for the German forces in 
the Crimea, they will be doomed unless 
their comrades can hold the Perekop 
isthmus, for that is their only way of 
escape. To close this trap and recapture 
the Donets industrial area, is no doubt 
the object of the Russian drive to the 
south-west. 

If, as reported, Herr Hitler moved 
his headquarters to the south when 
Smolensk came under threat, he cor- 
rectly guessed where the new and larger 
danger point lay. Defeat there could 
hardly be other than disastrous, and his 
influence may be needed to steady the 
line against attacks which are ad- 
mittedly heavy. 


Some Bad News For Tokyo 


Against the steady approach of 
Japanese forces toward Singapore and 
the new sporadic attacks launched upon 
Dutch East Indies islands, there are 
encouraging signs that the Allies are 
fighting back with growing strength 
and a measure of success in the South 
Pacific, 

In and around Malaya the R.A.F. is 
bombing enemy troops and bases on a 
scale that would not be possible if very 
substantial reinforcements of men and 
machines had not reached the scene. 
At Tarakan, though the island was 
captured, its defenders only gave up 
after they had sunk two destroyers and 
a sloop and damaged another destroyer. 
Somewhere in the far eastern waters 
United States naval craft sent three 
Japanese transports and two supply 
ships to the bottom, And at Manila the 
American and Philippine troops. still 
hold their battered peninsula, engaging 
a half dozen Japanese divisions and 
large numbers of planes and warships 
which otherwise would be more injur- 
iously employed elsewhere. 

Collectively these items of a day 
sum up to a considerable amount of 
damage done to enemy forces. They can 
only tend to somewhat dim Tokyo's 
rainbow hopes of quick and easy 
mastery of the Orient. They corre- 
spondingly invite confidence that the 


Allies are getting the situation more in | 


hand, lessening the initial disad- 
vantage of overwhelming odds, and 
stiffening their resistance. 

At the end of six weeks the book- 
keepers at Tokyo cannot add up the 
figures in a way to show that their gains 
to date are worth the cost. Nor dis- 
guise the fact that the cost is mounting 
and bound to go on mounting with 
increasing speed. 


The Battle Of Rio 


None of the countries in South 
Am rica signed the United Nations 
pact. The foreign ministers of all the 
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republics in the Americas are now in 
conference at Rio de Janeiro, called 
together to find out how far the gov- 
ernments of the southern continent will 
go toward backing up the action of 
those in Central and North America. 
That they would all Bo all the way, and 
thus put the whole hemisphere at war 
with the Axis, was not expected. What 
was hoped was that ye would agree 
to put a stop to fifth column activities 
within their borders, and perhaps break 
off relations with the Axis powers, 

This seems fairly likely to be done, 
thanks to the influence of the United 
States and the tact of Mr. Sumner 
Welles. The importance of the matter 
is not to be under-valued. Spain was 
long ago assigned the role of “spiritual 
leader” of the South and Central Ameri- 
can peoples, and Franco commissioned 
to propagate the gospel of Naziism 
among them. There are large German 
and Italian colonies in several of the 
southern republics, while all these 
nations trace back to Spanish origin. 
The continent has been swamped witi 
Axis propaganda, overrun by Axis 
agents, and net-worked with Axis plots. 

Barter deals were made by Germany 
with several of the ,South American 
states long before the Fuehrer launched 
his war plans; and commercial interest 
was thus added to racial sentiment to 
consolidate popular sentiment for Hitler 
—and pee the way for easy accept- 
ance of his domination, 

It is against this long and ‘well 
entrenched Axis influence that Wash- 
ington is fighting at the Rio conference. 
If, as seems probable, South America 
becomes a unit in non-belligerent 
opposition to the Fuehrer’s schemes, 
this will be a diplomatic defeat for him, 
and a diplomatic victory of the first 
magnitude for the United Nations.

In every Allied country there is 
heartfelt thankfulness that Mr. Chur- 
chill reached Britain safely. And relief 
from growing misgiving that he might 
have met with mishap on the way. 
Nothing had been heard of his where- 
abouts for two weeks, and uneasiness 
was natural at the rae silence:

Mr. Churchill returns to the British 
Isles to face a situation on the domestic 
front quite as serious as those which 
confront the British arms on any war 
front, 

Australia is seething with discontent 
over what is alleged to be the imperial 
failure to reinforce Far Eastern garrisons 
in a manner commensurate with the sec- 
urity of the Commonwealth. \ 

The Australian press has used plain 
and sometimes sulphur- 
ous language in regard 
to this alleged failure. 

Official displeasure 
has been made manifest 
in the recent Australian 
decision to deal directly 
with the United States 
in defensive affairs, in- 
stead of negotiating 
through Britain as has 
been the custom hitherto. 

No one doubts that 
Mr. Churchill will be 
able to close this rift, But 
the very fact that such rifts developed 
during his brief, temporary absence indi- 
cates both the quality of his colleagues 
and his own indispensibility. 

One does not like to think what might 
happen were Mr. Churchill suddenly re- 
moved from the political picture. 

Nor does one like to think that upon 
the gargantuan shoulders of a single man 
rests the immediate fate of the British 
Empire. 

Nevertheless, that is the situation—and 
we must face it. 


Discontent 


Further discontent spear to be 
growing in Malaya-and Singapore where 
the Straits Times printed this editorial: 

“We regret the inadequacy of forces 
available for our defence but we should 
accept the explanation that the strength 
was needed elsewhere. The cause of dis- 
satisfaction lies not in the shortage itself. 
It lies rather in the many assurances 
given us over a period of months that re- 
inforcements were flowing into Malaya 
continuously and that the country was 
ready for anything. 

“Time after time, we were told of the 
arrival of large convoys of troop ships, 
quantities of aircraft, tanks, and all the 
other paraphernalia of war, Where is that 
immense strength? Why were we so 
misled? We cannot expect an answer to 
that question now, but there will be an 
insistent demand for itt at some future 
date. Everybody in this country appears 
to have been lulled into a false sense of 
security by false statements. The only 
people who have not been lulled are the 
Japanese.” 

Broadcasting Truth 


Ladies and gentlemen: 

T have been wrapped sharply over the 
knuckles for reporting such matters as 
these on these broadcasts. I have been 
accused of hindering the war effort by 
telling the truth. 

I believe the truth should and must be 
told. If there is any strength on our side, 
that strength is truth. If we smother 
truth, we have no strength left. It is a 
sacred duty in these perilous times to drag 
our weaknesses out into the open, to face 
them and to correct them. It is criminal 
and unpatriotic to gloss them over. 

In this connection, it is valuable to 
remember the words of J. B. Priestly, Mr. 
Priestly is propaganda agent for the 
British government and, as such, his re- 
marks are semi-official. Mr. Priestly 
says this: 

“Although at first, morale may seem 
better in a country that has a parrot 
press and no free criticism, just because 
no doubting word reaches the public ear 
and yet, I fancy that after a disaster or 
two, the morale of such people falls much 
faster than that of plain-spoken demo- 
cratic people in the same situation. 

To criticise freely is a psychological 
asset. Total war puts an immense strain 
on people who have to submit to condi- 
tions that would seem intolerable in 
peacetime, who have to work harder than 
ever with fewer amusements and the like. 
To demand at such a time that people

without knowing why, is vastly to increase 
this strain and to drive people nearer to 
the breaking point. Thus it is better al- 
ways to open up than to shut up.” 

With this distinguished encourage- 
ment, I shall continue, until I land in 
jail, to criticise and protest in whatever 
directions criticism and protest appear to 
be most needed. 
In Ireland 


This is only an aside. Let’s continue 
with the recital of Mr. Churchill's burdens, 
some of which are not so far afield as 
Singapore. 

He will have to answer, for instance, 
some pertinent questions about Eire in 
Parliament. One of these questions will 
be this: 

What action does the government pro- 
pose to take over the internment in Eire, 
which is Republican Ireland, in case my 
pronunciation is not clear, of the crew 
of a Royal Air Force plane which ran 
short of fuel while convoying a food ship 
to Eire? 

This question was addressed this week 
to Air Minister Sir Archibald Sinclair 
and calls for an answer next week. 

Mr. Churchill will probably reply that 
as Eire is a neutral, she must intern uni- 
formed belligerents. Very likely this 
answer will not satisfy many British 
people whose tempers have been very 
near the boiling point over the matter of 
Irish stubbornness, 

If, on the other hand, the Government 
were to express irritation at the latest ine 
ternment of an R.A.F. crew, the Eire Gove 
ernment would be s€riously annoyed— 
which would be too bad. 


Although many members of the R.A.F. 
have been interned in Eire when their 
planes have been forced to land there, 
this is the first time that a mercy plane, 
a plane convoying food for the Irish, has 
been held. 

It is only fair to say that the Irish 
people have not been told by their Gov- 
ernment that food shipments reach them 
in British convoys, Eamonn de Valera

Making Glass From Gas 


BRITISH INDUSTRIES BULLETIN 

People in Britain are looking at the 
war through eyeglasses made from trans- 
parent plastics, the material derived from 
carbon, hydrogen, oxygen and so on, fam- 
jliar to the public as ashtrays, hand- 
torches, wireless sets and electric switch- 
boards, 

This substitute is not being used be- 
cause there is any shortage of glass but 
because it is quicker to mould the plastic 
material than to grind down glass to the 
required measurements of the lenses; and 
speed, of course, is essential in Britain’s 
wartime industries. 

The new plastic lenses are also being 
fitted for binoculars, submarine periscopes 


and optical parts in tanks. Optics is only 
one of the new uses to which plastics are 
being applied in Britain since the war 
began. Plastic gear-wheels and bearings 
are appearing in the factories; fire-spot- 
ters are wearing plastic helmets, and 
10-ft. dinghies without a single nail are 
being produced by moulding plywood 
impregnated with resin. They are stronger 
and lighter than the old type, completely 
waterproof and smooth “skinned”. 

When peace returns Britons may even 
have plastic houses, The Scottish Special 
Housing Association has asked the British 
government to erect an experimental 
house in which the structural framing, 
walls, floors, window frames, doors, roof- 
sheeting and so on are all made of plastics.

And they re- 
mind one of the scriptural query “Who 
can make war with the Beast?”

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Sharp Practices 

Editor, Bulletin: What is the Dominion 
government's policy as government policy 
in ccnnection with lawyers who have in- 
jured their client’s legal rights under court 
judgments by not returning correspond- 
ence and documents under judgment? 
This is a matter of national public interest 
and which will eventually have to be dealt 
with by the Dominion government. 

Sharp practices used by some members 
of the legal profession against their clien- 
tal and members of the public is not a new 
story. At times, it appears, that such 
practices is an out-right racket. 

For example—a lawyer is employed by 
a member of the public to handle a case 
involving legal technicalities. The solici- 
tor is paid his legal fees as laid down by 
various Legal Tariff Acts. Sometimes, he 
makes a mess out of a case. A judgment 
is handed down by a court. The client has 
certain legal rights under the judgment. 
This is called judgment right subsequent. 
Without all documents and correspond- 
ence in connection with the case, the 
judgment to the client, is just so many 
scraps of paper. The client is stopped 
from exercising his legal rights for lack 
of competent evidence. 

The client Jearns that his solicitor has 
joined the armed forces, He becomes 
alarmed as a result of previous failures to 
obtain his file. He is stalled off by his 
solicitor for various reasons. At times, 
the “legal excuse of sickness for inaction 
by his solicitor” is used against him. He is 
informed that his solicitor's wife is sick; 
or, that he has a sick child at home and he 
is unable to attend to the matter at 
present. Most of these excuses are made 
in the solicitor’s office, But, the client dis- 
covers that his solicitdr’s wife is capable 
of answering a telephone. He obsefves that 
his solicitor has time in which to park his 
legs on an office desk and smoke cigar- 
ettes. But, he is unable to find time in 
which to return his client's file. The client 
becomes suspicious of the excuses, 

Finally, the client infers that most of 


the stalling is just so much nonsense, that 
the solicitor has no intentions of returning 
the file: that deceit is used to prevent ac- 
tion under a judgment. 

Next, the client learns that his solicitor 
is on an eastbound train. Later, he hears 
that he is overseas, 

In the meantime, the client is left 
legally stranded for lack of competent 
evidence under a judgment. No provision 
was made for him to obtain his file. 

How many other members of the public 
have had similar experiences? Drastic 
legislative action js needed. The set-up 
stinks at the legal nostrils! 

The question arises does this type of 
“ confidential-relationship-solicitor-fraud” 
meet with the approval of the Bar Asso- 
ciations (the lawyers trade unions), the 
courts, the provincial and dominion gov- 
ernments? Does this conduct meet with 
the general approval of the public? To 
what extent and how far fetched has this 
type of fraud been used by some solicitors 
against their clientele? Do the Legal Tariff 
Acts go far enough in giving the public 
the necessary protection against activities 
of questionable solicitor tactics? Is an 
amendment in the criminal code and 
King’s Rules and Regulations making 
solicitor-fraud a statutory offence with 
permanent disrobement and a suitable 
fraud penalty the answer? 

And what will be done about it?

Those who have marvelled at the

Red Army sol- 
diers have been ordered, on pain of 
death, to bathe at least once every 
ten days. The Soviets are prepar- 
ing bath trains so that every man 
at the front can have a hot shower 
whenever he is so moved.

Third Straw: 

Herbert Hoover’ js still thump- 
ing the drums of compassion in be- 
half of hungry Europe. 

In a perfervid statement this 
week, he urged the United States 
to distribute large quantities of 
food to starving Europeans, as he 
called them. 

This is an obsession with Mr 
Hoover. Having risen to promi- 
nence, originally, on his admittedly 
fine job of feeding the Belgians 
during and after the last war, Mr. 
Hoover, in a single-track fatuity, 
appears to think that the hand-out 
is still the key to political im- 
mortality. 

Americans find this naive belief 
somewhat astonishing in view of 
the well-known fact that if Mr 
Hoover had been half so anxious to 
distribute food to hungry Ameri- 
cans in 1930 and 1931 as he has been 
to distribute food to Europeans 
since 193% he might still have been 
president of the United States, and 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt might 
never have climbed over the pol- 
itical horizon, 

With regard to the entire war 
picture this week-end, I think it is 
vital to note this: 

That of all the combatant nations, 
only Russia, Germany and Japan 
are thinking of the war and causing 
their populations to think of the 
war in social terms. The rest of us 
are thinking of it only in military 
terms. 

Germany is promising her people 
the overlordship of Europe with 
the increased standard of living 
such an exalted position involves. 
Japan is promising her people the 
social comforts of world dominion. 
Russia inspires her millions with 
definite promises of social evolu- 
tion, 

Our war aims, so far, have been 
negative. They demand nothing 
but the destruction of Hitlerism 
They promise nothing but the res- 
toration of the status quo. 

We will never inspire our people 
to maximum, all-out war effort on 
such a dismal and emasculated 
program. We will never acquire the 
verve and propulsion of the Ger- 
man, Russian or Japanese drives 
without giving our people the same 
measure of social hope as are held 
up for the edification of the enemy 
and of our Russian friends. 

Social justice and social security 
must be made the mainapring of 
our efforts in this war. 

Social justice and socia) security 
adequately implemented in this 
country, can be made the final and 
irresistable weapons for defeating 
and crushing those who would 
crush us.

Albertans will find it a trifle hard to understand how the east can 
justify the time and expense for senior football when the juniors give 
better returns, but then that is strictly the east's business and if they 
feel they can handle the seniors again, why more power to them. 


Another interesting development at the annual meeting of the 
Eastern Union was the appointment of a committee to urge on 
Defence Minister Ralston a “national fitness program”. 


Just what this program envisages is not explained, bul there is no 
doubt about Canada needing an effective program to improve the physical 
fitness of her citizens. The appalling number of men rejected for the 
armed services is convincing evidence that we Canadians as a whole are 
far from being the physically fit people we have fancied ourselves. 

It is a mighty difficult matter however to put over an effective 
national fitress progrum just now, It should have come when the 
Dominion-Provincial Youth Training program was launched a couple 
years prior to the war, This move did a tremendous lot of good, but as 
usual it was ham-strung by that eternal pre-war clap-trap about the 
government not being able to provide the funds to put it over right. 

These well-intentioned people who are always yelping about economy 
in government have done the country more harm in scores of ways than 
any other group. If all the economies they scream for were put into 
effect, the total saving wouldn't amount to a drop in the bucket so far 
as national finances are concerned but such penny-pinching would and 
has done plenty of harm, These good folk séem imbued with a fanatical 
desire to cut national budgets down to the size of family budgets. 


Today every man and woman in Canada is so busy doing extra 
work on his or her own job and war work in spare time that it will 
be almost impossible for them to find time for the sort of physical 
training that will do them any good, 


There is no secret or mystery about the way to national fitness 
second to no nation, First we must have gymnasiums, then properly 
trained instructors, equipment, sport fields, summer camps—and all of it 
free. That means the governments have to provide these needs. No game 
or sport can take the place or proper gym work for overhauling the 
physically unfit. The person who is already fit, or nearly so, can stay in 
condition with golf, tennis, curling or skating, SWimming is probably 
the only sport that can compare with a gym in building up a sub-par 
physique. 

Of equal importance in improving the physical fitness of Canadians 
is the matter of making it possible for them to devote time to sport and 
exercise, They must have short enough working hours to permit proper 
care of their physical system—and they must be given enough regular 
work and wages to allow them to enjoy a decent diet and healthy living 
sonditions, : 

A comparatively small investment by our governments could 
make Canadians into the healthiest, strongest and most virile of 
people in the world, but I'll give you odds of 10 to 1 that once the war 
is over any such move would de defeated by howls for economy from 
Penny-pinchers.

CLIMAX OF JOE LOUIS 
EW YORK, Jan. 19.—The Joe 
Louis saga goes ahead to write 
itself now in Red, White and Blue 
instead of the old black and blue. 
There's nothing in sports page his- 
tory to match it, This splendid rep- 
resentative of a patient and long- 
suffering people stands out there 
now where no man of any race has 
ever stood. In terms of jobs done, 
no heavyweight champion in hist: 
ory has come even close to his 
record as a prize fighter. None be- 
fore ever enlisted in the United 
States Army in time of war, carrying 
his title with him. 

Nor does this seem to be all in 
the case of Joe Louis. He appears 
to have told newspaper men that 
he's no longer interested in fighting 
for personal gain. He'd like, he said, 
to fight the best man available in 
the New York Garden in March, 
and give his end of the money to 
the Army, as he gave his recent 
earnings, to the Navy. And then 
come summer, he said, he'd like to 
fight Billy Conn “with a million 
dollar gate,” and divide the receipts 
three ways between the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps. 


JOE LOUIS AS A 
PERSONAL CREATION 

HETHER that will develop} 

remains to be seen, but the 

story is already a classic. It rep- 
resents, perhaps, the outstanding | 
job of character building in our | 
time—and yet there's a definite) 
toych of, if not tragedy, at least 
bitter irony just under it. For Louis 
is really the creation, the personif- 
ication, of another man’s dream. 
That man is his senior manager, 
John Roxborough, a big, soft-spok- 
en philanthropic Negro lawyer of 
Detroit. 

Roxborough was already well 
known for his work with the 
young people of his race. He was 
a graduate of the University of 
Michigan. He was the brother of 
Charles Roxborough, a former 
state senator and the first Negro 
ever to be elected to office from 
&@. neighborhood predominantly 
Polish. 

John, although a lawyer by pro- 
fession, had prospered in insurance 
and real estate as well. He was 
known as a man of varied interests 
in @ business way, but he had only 
one interest in a personal way. 
That was the elevation of his race 
to a position of pride. He wanted it 
clean, admired, respected. He want- 
ed it given its fair and honest 
chance in the American way 

To this end, he helped numbers 
of young Negro men and women 
through college. His philanthropies 
are unlisted, for he avoided rather 
than sought any publicity or credit, 
but by word of mouth the story 
grew. Roxborough was definitely a 
benefactor of his people. 


JACK ROXBOROUGH 
FOUND WORTHY MATERIAL 
HEN they told him about a 
young Negro boxer named 
Joe Barrow, Roxborough went to 
look him over. Already interested 
in sport as a means of keeping 
young people out of mischief, Rox- 
borough had sponsored welfare 
work in the Negro district, includ- 
ing boxing. In fact, he paid the dues 
of many of the Mount Olivet A.C., 
the athletic division of the local 
Baptist Church. Joe Barrow, a 
neighborhood kid, was on this team. 

It didn't take much looking on 

Roxborough’s part to convince 
them that here was material 
worth working with. The Joe 
Louis saga starts really from 
there, for the boy's name was 
really Joe Louis Barrow. The 
Barrow got dropped somewhere 
in the shuffle. 

Roxborough took the lad home 
with him and really adopted him as 
his own. He dressed him in his own 
cast-off clothing, gave him $5 a 


He provided him with the best there 
was in boxing instruction, taking in 
a Chicago friend named Julian 
Black, who'd once loaned him some 
money In a tight place, as fellow 
manager, because Black had had 
some experience in that line 

He got old Jack Blackburn, a 
canny fighter in his time, to teach 
the boy carefully and to bring him 
along expertly. He did all thig be- 
cause there was more to his hopes 
than just the money to be made from 
a first-class fighting man. Roxboi- 
ough felt there was definitely a 
service to be rendered his people 
in the production of a Negro fighter 
who could erase the memory of 
Jack Johnson. No youth, training 
for an ambassadorial career was 
ever more carefully schooled, for 
that's how Roxborough considered 
Louis—an ambassador of good will. 
He forbade Louis ever to have his 
picture taken even in the same 
group with any white woman. He 
forbade him ever to enter a cabaret 
alone, ever to be seen in a saloon 
or on questionable premises. When 
Joe was caught driving 90 m.p.h. on 
a Chicago boulevard, Roxborough 
took away his license and has never 
let him drive a car since. 

All this, as it chanced, was easy 
for Louis, He's no angel, but it just 
so chanced that he didn't drink and 
didn't smoke. His tastes were sim: 
ple, his disposition jovial. None of 
this was any hardship, As a, pug- 
ilist, as well aS a person. Joe was 
strictly the gentleman. Never did 
he strike a foul blow or take the 
slightest advantage how feeble that 
opponent's effort had been. 

They used Negro sparring part- 
ners as far as possible in all the 
Louis camps. The utmost deference 
was shown to all sports writers and 
white people in general. 

But the world knows the story. 


BUT ROXBOROUGH 
HAD TRIPPED HIMSELF 

'S all time high-point was possibly 

reached the other night in New 
York when Louis fought Buddy 
Baer, donating his entire purse to 
the Navy Relief Society. Here stood 
the finished product, a real leader 
of his people, up under the lights of 
perhaps the most famous hall in 
America. A packed audience of the 
nation’s highest social» order had 
stood to cheer every step of his 
march to the battle square. 

A man who had run for the 
office of President of the United 
States, and for whom 20,000,000 
Americans had voted, stood there 
thanking “you Joe Louis, in the 
name of the United States Navy 
and the name of the American 
people,” while the audience 
cheered and his words rang world 
wide by radio. 

This was it! This was the peak! 
This must have been the moment of 
which Roxborough had dreamed. 
The man stood near me, just off the 
edge of the ring steps. His head was 
bowed. I think there were tears in 
his eyes. 

But the irony of it all was that 
he'd put his boy over the top but 
had tripped himself. One of those 
“business interests,” it seems, had 
been the numbers poo! in Detroit. 
John Roxborough, two days before, 
had been sentenced to from two 
and one-half to five years in the 
Michigan State Penitentiary for 
“dealing in policy slips.”

The explorer and the minister had 


a brief interview on the subject of | 
the Alaska highway when Stefans- | 


son passed through Edmonton in 
November, 1940. 

Main arguments in favor of the 
Mackenzie river route given by 
Stefansson are: (1) that it is the 
farthest inland and therefore less 


subject to enemy attack and free- | 


est from the problem of heavy 
snows; (2) that it is the easiest to 
build as it parallels watercourses 
which could be used for shipment 
of roadbuilding supplies; (3) that 
it taps oil resources in Alberta and 
at Fort Norman which could be 
used to supply the Yukon and 
Alaska, as well as for equipment 
used in the road’s construction. 


THE OTHER WAY 

The “C” route, which would run 
to Fort St. John, Fort Nelson and 
Whitehorse, also has the immunity 
from attack, but would require to 
be built in long stretches, work- 
ing from terminals, Stefansson says, 
while the construction parties could 
start from a large number of inter-

The section from Norman Wells 
to Mayo is about 300 miles, pass- 
ing over a divide not more than 
3,000 feet high. This section of road 
would require to be built from its 
termini, he says, but it would pro- 
vide a freight road for oi] from 
the Fort Norman oil field. This 
could be transported to Mayo by 
truck in winter and shipped down 
river to Dawson in the spring. 

“The champions of route D,” he 
Says, “point out that Alaska’s oil 
supply, coming as it does entirely by 
sea from the United States proper, 
might be cut off, or greatly cur- 
tailed. by an enterprising enemy in 
time of war.” 

In a letter to Mr, Fallow, Stef- 
@nsson says that oil men have 
stated that probably 1,000 to 5,000 
barrels a day could be produced 
at Norman wells and refining 
could be.carried out through all 
seasons. Eventually this would 
mean a pipeline but a winter road 
would be a prerequisite step to 
laying the pipe. 

Stefansson points out that indus- 
trialists in the central and eastern 
states are becoming more and more 
in favor of either route C or D, 
through Edmonton, as this city is in 
practically a straight line from 
Chicago to Fairbanks, Alaska. 
OUTLINES DIFFICULTIES 

To send defence materials to Al- 
aska along a road starting from 
Vancouver and paralleling the 
coast, the early route proposed, 


| would mean sending it on a course 


which is two sides of a triangle, not 
to mention the additional disadvan- 
tages of its vulnerability, difficulty 
of construction and snow problems.

Our purpose is to familiarize par- 
ents with the contents of good and 
well-balanced diets sa that the 
family shall profit by this knowl- 
edge. Leaflets on diets for chil- 
dren from about three months to 
adolescence are offered by the 
department. They may be helpful 
even though the mother depends 
upon her doctor for specific advice. 
Nutrition is an increasingly vital 
subject to parents who are con- 
cerned about the good health of 
their children regardless of the 

children's ages, 

When a parent wants impersonal, 
general advice on any subject of 
physical care, diet or training of 
infants and, children, our leaflets 
will provide the answers, We have 
one hundred leaflets. Obviously 
we cannot send all of them to any 
one person or group of persons. 
When a specific problem comes up, 
however, submit your question and 
a leaflet (or several) covering your 
problem will be mailed to you. 

All that is asked for any leaflet 
or small group of leaflets is a self- 
addressed, 3-cent-stamped envelope 
which is large enough to accom- 

modate the leaflets. 

The parents may feel the need 
of personal advice, something not 
covered by a leaflet, in which case 
I am happy to advise the parent 
to the best of my ability and in- 
clude with my personal answer 
any leaflets I think may help to 
make the whole subject clearer.

Today's article will discuss two 
lamps commonly used in the treat- 
ment of disease; the deep therapy 
and the infra-red. 

The deep threpy lamp is available 
in a variety of models, ranging from 
the very powerful models intended 
for the doctor's office, and which 
are expensive, to the smaller 
models intended for home use, 
which are inexpensive. 

The principal effect of 
treating lamps is a heating effect, 
and such equipment is 
useful in the treatment of any con- 
dition where heat would provide 
relief. 

For example, such lamps are used 
to relieve pain of soreness, and are 
also used in cases of congestion or 
inflammation. When the muscles 
ure stiff or tensed, treatment given 
with the deep therapy will often 
produce gratifying relaxation, and 
this is the reason why the lamp is 


| often used before a manipulative 


treatment, or before @ massage, 
when it is desirable to have the 
muscles as relaxed as possible be- 
fore the treatment starts. 

The deep therapy lamp is of value 
because it improves the circulation 
of blood through a given part. Ap- 
parently this improved circulation 
encourages metabolic processes 
favorable to healing. While these

| Family Welfare | Basic Part Of 


Work Stressed 


In war-time the quantity of 
work done by a family welfare 
bureau is not necessarily chang- 
ed, but it is fundamentally ne- 
cessary that the emphasis placed 
on phases of the work be chang- 
ed, Kathleen M. Jackson, formerly 
of Vancouver, declared in an in- 
terview at the week-end.

FAMILY AID

A meeting of the board of the new 
bureau, headed by J. G. Nickerson, 
is scheduled for next week 

“The work of a family welfare 
bureau stems out of family life,” 
Miss Jackson said, “and since fam- 
ily life changes in war-time, the 
bureau must adjust its efforts to 
meet the new needs of the family. 


| The bureau interprets the needs of 


members of families and endeavors 
to aid them, once a request for 
assistance has been given.” 

Co-operation with such a bureau 
must come from many lanes, she 
Pointed out, In the case of a mal- 
adjusted schoo] child, the school au- 
thorities, the parents, interested 
social work groups, a guidance 
clinic and the bureau can all con- 
tribute to providing a happy solu- 
tion to the existing problems, 


MANY PROBLEMS 

“Too many people,” she stated, 
“are apt to think of social work in 
terms of rent, fuel, clothing and 
food. The contributing causes of 
problems often go far deeper than 


that.” She referred to families 
where the fathers have been the 
leaders, but have enlisted for war 
service, and the mothers lack the 
disciplinary ability, to the detri- 
ment of the children, to families in 
which the problems of school chil. 
dren find their being in conflict in 
the home, to cultural conflicts and 
such other problems. 

“While there is more employ- 
ment now,” she said, “there are also 
more homes without fathers, and 
more homes where circumstances of 
war have created fresh problems. 
In the event of women being called 
up for war service in the industrial 
or other fields, still more family 
difficulties will be created, and 
every family welfare bureau should 
equip itself in advance to meet the 
needs which may arise as a result 
of such action.” 


CO-OPERATION URGED 

Miss Jackson stressed emphatic- 
ally the need for full co-operation 
from families receiving assistance 
from the bureau. “We can only 
help those who want to be helped,” 
she said. “A social worker does not 
barge in,” she said, “but gives 
assistance when it is requested, and 
can give greater aid when the fam- 
ily fully co-operates.” 

A graduate of the University of 
Washington, where she received a 
B.A. degree, majoring in sociology. 
Miss Jackson worked with the 
Family Welfare Bureau of Greater 
Vancouver for 12% years before 
coming to Edmonton. She also did 
post-graduate work at the Univer. 
sity of Chicago, specializing in 
public administration and juvenile 
delinquency.
